To W. W. Cowan, Constable of Sidney, County of Kennebec, 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine you are hereby required to

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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


REVALUATION 


The selectmen secured the help of the State Tax Assessor in 
drawing up suggestions for improvements in our assessing work. 
We are including some of his recommendations for your considera- 
tion. 


1. It is recommended that Sidney secure a board of assessors 
separate from the board of selectmen. The two offices are not 
compatible from an administrative viewpoint and the recent 
inauguration of a systematic assessment procedure is bound to 
require much more effort in time and thought than should be 
expected from the Board of Selectmen with all of their other 
dissimilar duties. A substitute for such a board, if that step 
should appear too radical, could be to secure the services of a 
citizen who would do the mechanical part of the job, for example 
as clerk to the board, leaving policy discussions and complicated 
complaint matters to the board. Such an employee could re- 
ceive technical training and assistance from the office of the 
State Assessor. 


2. That all separate properties have cards made up to rep- 
resent them and same be placed in proper order irrespective of 
ownership. In this regard it should be borne in mind that a 
property divided by a road, or stream is commonly entered on 
more than one card. 


3. That the board carefully compile a list of properties which 
appear to them to be either high or low in valuation for suitable 
review. Low valuations should be especially looked for; high 
valuations will usually be heard from. 


4. That the board devise or secure a pricing schedule that will 
do away with the necessity of so much figuring as is necessary 
with the present one. Every added calculation leaves room for 
error. 
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5. That any property card inspected for any reason be care- 
fully checked for mechanical errors. That this procedure may 
not be lightly considered, Mr. Blaisdell and I found that nearly 
every card we compared to the actual property to have one or 
more errors of omission or commission. 


6. That a log be kept that would show all property sales since 
1950 plus current ones as they occur. This is the best barometer a 
board can have for the consideration of values and assessments. 


Mr. Henry Bacon has spent many hours in preparing a com- 
plete map of the Town. We have purchased the aerial maps that 
were made by the Federal Government several years ago. There 
is much more work to be done before we have a good basis for 
our tax assessment. 


HIGHWAYS 


The Town has received exceptionally good cooperation from 
the State Highway Department during the past year. The State 
has contributed $20,552.00 toward the construction of roads in 
the Town this year. The Town’s share to be added to this 
amount is $4,264.00. We believe that some of this money came 
to the Town because our citizens were willing to assume their 
share of the cost.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSING 
FOR THE TOWN OF SIDNEY 


For the Year Ending December 31, 1955 


In any community, Progress in Health is measured by the 
services requested and used; program participation, and by the 
problems solved. Since Health requires constant attention, the 
problems vary from year to year. Therefore, we, as Health 
workers and interested citizens, build our future plans as the 
needs develop. 


The infant and preschool population have the Child Health 
Conferences services yearly at which time they have the advan- 
tage of physical examinations, medical supervision and protection 
against smallpox, diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus. 
After these children reach school age, their protection against 
these diseases is kept up by regular school immunizations, but 
what about their physical health? Are they, too, not in need of 
examinations periodically to discover defects? Your Public 
Health Nurse and Local Health Council Members have long 
felt the need for extending their service and are working toward 
this goal in 1956. 


The following is a brief resume of special activities held in 1955: 
There were six Child Health Conferences. Three were held in 
the spring; three in the fall. Attendance was good. 60 physical 
examinations were given; 12 children were vaccinated against 
smallpox; 13 were protected against diphtheria, whooping 


cough, and tetanus. 


At the third school immunization in January 1945, 27 
more children were protected against diphtheria and whooping 
cough with 40 having completion of tetanus immunization. 


Through National Foundation for Infantile Paralysis and co- 
operation of State and Local workers, free immunization against 
Polio was offered to all children in the first and second grades; 
23 children received this protection. Under the auspices of the 
State Bureau of Health with community participation this 
program is to be expanded to include all children between the 
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ages of five years through fourteen years. Clinics are in the 
process of development for early in 1956. 


Child Health Conference Services, Audiometer testing in the 
schools, plus home visits for special family problems and a better 
School Health Program are being offered in 1956. 


In closing, I wish to thank your community members for their 
cooperation in the past year and ask that it may continue in the 
future. 3

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee and Citizens of Sidney: 


The enrollment in the six Sidney Schools is nearly the same as 
last year. When School opened this past fall, 179 elementary 
students were enrolled compared to 177 students a year ago. 
The enrollments by grades in each school in September were as 
follows:

From the above cbart, it can be noted that the most crowded 
schools are the Lincoln and Thayer Corner Schools. Even though 
the other schools are not unduly crowded, it should be realized 
that a teacher cannot accomplish as much with four or five 
grades in her room as she could if she only had one or two grades. 


As noted above, the only change in teachers is Mrs. Turner 
succeeding Mrs. Burton at the Holmes School. Sidney is for- 
tunate to have conscientious, hard working teachers. They 
maintain good order in their schools and they are considerate of 
the individual needs of their students. 


One step taken this past year to ease the teaching load in the 
lower grade schools was to have the Sub-primary students attend 
school only on Mondays, Wednesdays, and Fridays. This enabled 
the teachers to work with a smaller number of students on Tues- 
days and Thursdays. Also, it has made it possible to realize 
many of the objectives of a Sub-primary program. 


At the close of this fiscal year, we have a sizeable unexpended 
balance. Two factors contributing to the major portion of the 
unexpended balance are the receipt of nearly $2,000. more state 
money than estimated and tuition expenditures were $1,691.50 
less than expected. 
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Two items in the School Budget that have been increased are 
Instruction and Textbooks. Even though the salaries of our 
teachers are above the minimum required by State Law, the 
average salary paid to Sidney teachers is considerably lower than 
other communities of similar size and resources as Sidney. More 
money is needed for textbooks. Some of the books now in use 
are outdated and badly worn. 


Despite increases for teachers and textbooks, the requested 
appropriation is approximately $5,500. less than last year. The 
prospects of increased state subsidy payments again this year 
plus our large unexpended balance makes a sizeable reduction 
in our school appropriation possible. 


The only major repair made this past year was shingling part 
of the roof on the Longfellow School. Repairs that should be 
made this year are as follows: repairing the toilet roofs on several 
of the schools, shingling one side of the roof on the Carleton 
School, and making temporary repairs on the foundations at the 
Lincoln and Cowan Schools. Actually whole new foundations 
are needed at these two schools, but with the possibility of a new 
school building, only the most essential needs have been planned 
for in the budget. Another necessary repair item is moving the 
oil tanks at five of the schools from the sheds to outside of the 
schools. The State Fire Insurance Office has stated that these 
tanks have to be moved to comply with State regulations. 

It is estimated that the repairs mentioned in the preceding 
paragraph will cost $450.00. Since we have an unexpended 
balance of $84.81 in the repair account, the requested town ap- 
propriation is $365.19. Last year’s appropriation for repairs 
was $300.00. 

A special appropriation is requested so that twelve new student 
desks can be purchased. Nearly every available desk is now being 
used. 

Once again there is an article on the Town Warrant providing 
an opportunity to add to the School Building Fund. It seems 
very advisable to increase this fund this year. 

There is a bill now in Congress to provide Federal money for 
constructing school buildings. If this bill is passed and Federal 
money does become available, the money will probably be allotted 
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to the communities on a matching basis. Therefore, towns having 
a building reserve fund would be in a position to take advantage 
of Federal Aid. 

In regards to a new building, I personally believe Sidney 
should start construction just as soon as it is financially possible. 
The present buildings could be repaired by expending a con- 
siderable amount of money, but these buildings would still not be 
suited to a present day school program and would still lack 
modern facilities. A consolidated school would make it possible 
for a teacher to have one or two grades at the most in a classroom 
whereas the teachers now have four and five grades in their 
rooms. 

The cost of operating a new building should not be much more 
than the present cost of maintaining six one-room schools. It 
would take a little more money for janitor service and more 
money would be needed for insurance on a new building. I do 
not believe there would be any sizeable increase needed in any of 
the other items in the school budget. 

In conclusion, I would like to express my thanks to the teachers, 
school bus afer school committee and citizens: of Sidney 
whose cooperation has been most helpful.
